shopping district. 


State fire inspectors were ordered 


:o exercise "extreme police power," 
in enforcing .no-fire regulations over 
a danger area two miles square. 


Incoming trains 
"doused 
their 


fires as they entered the danger 


zone, coasting into stations. One out- 
going Oklahoma City, 
Ada, 
and 


Atoka train was not allowed to leave 
at 7:45 a. m. 


State Fire Marshal C. R. O'Neil 


said the condition was the 
most 


serious ever faced by the city. 


City schools were closed today, re- 


leasing 2,150 pupils until Monday. 
Great pockets of gas lurking close 
to the ground in the southeast part 
of town led to the closing, J. R. Bar- 
ton, 
city superintendent of Instruc- 


tion, said. 


Streets and roads for a mile 


around the well were closed. 


With only a slow wind, which 


shifted southeast after sunup, low- 
clinging gaa clouds intensified the 
fire danger. As the wind changed 
the business district received a liglit 
oil spray. A wind strong enough to 
sweep away the gas was hoped for. 


A foundry worked all night mak- 


ing the "Christmas tree," huge iron 
tool, which through a series of gates 
and valves, should hold the 
well. 


The "tree" must be lowered from 
the derrick top. 


A. E. Wilkerson, assistant

chief, said that if fire should break 
out it would get beyond control at 
once because of the oil soaked build- 
ings.

New Tremors Felt Today in 


Italy but Little Dam- 


age Is Reported 


Ancona, Italy —G4>)— This regio 


was shaken again tod.ty by an earth 
quake, almost 24 hours after the tre 
mors which took a number of live 
and did considerable property dam 
age. Today the damage was less. 
few bricks aud chimneys fell at Sen 
igallia. 


It appeared today that the total 


number of dead in yesterday's quake 
would approach 50. The police chie 
at Senigallfa stated tnere were 35 
dead persons there and nearly 300 In 
jured. In Ancona several persons se 
riously injured died during the night 
It was expected that other casual 
ties would be found In the village; 
lying around the two cities. 


Senigallia lias all the appearance 


of a war zone town. Carab'inieri and 
black-shirt Fascist militia have sur- 
rounded it and are keeping out all 
persons except inhabitants and res 
cue workers. 


Every street in Ancona and Seal- 


gallia was guarded by the 
black- 


shirts and Carabinieri with fixed bay- 
onets. Several shots were fired this 
morning at suspected looters. Resi- 
dents and rescuers were given white 
arm bands to identify them. 


Many streets are filled with tor- 


rents of water from the mains 
which, damaged yesterday, were 
broken outright by the tremor today. 
The public squares presented a weird 
aspect 
filled as they were with 


bathing huts brought from nearby 
beaehes by .persons who wished to 
sleep in them. 


Many houses lost their entire 


fronts in the quake, throwing open 
to public gaze bedrooms and dining 
looms just as they were left by the 
fleeing inhabitants. 


There was one rather freakish as- 


pect to the earthquake area. Sever- 
al villages in the vicinity of Ancona 
and Senigallia were untouched by 
the tremor, which rocked the coun- 
try all around them but did'no dam- 
age at all.

THE FIVE DAY WEEK - 


The chairman of the Democratic 


National committee, John J. Raskob, 
in a countrywide radio address, gave 
further impetus to-the five day week 
for working men by his emphatic in- 
dorsement of the' plan. Mr. Raskob, 
trained and experienced in industry, 
sought to put at rest the usual objec- 
tion that the plan is not feasible, by 
asserting that it is practical, entirely 
workable and would result not only in 
increasing leisure to workers and their 
families but put a corresponding life 
and.health into business. Coming from 
such an authoritative, source the ar- 
gument will be of material assistance 
to. the Headers of organized labor in 
pushing the plan forward. With the 
momentum gained from such support 
the five day week, may be well on its 
way to a practical test or tryout. 


But like every other great change 


in the industry and business of the 
country it, will have to come slowly, 
carefully, step "by. step. To adopt_ any 
other, course would probably quickly 
wreck its chance of success. We have 
some corporations in a strong finan- 
cial, position and therefore able to test 
its workability, capable too of absorb- 
ing''a 
; loss- if it will not operate in 


practice.' They are the ones naturally 
looked, to for the workout. We have 
many corporations in a position where 
they cannot risk a change in practice 
or.-.sche.dule because they cannot afford 
to'-take -the chance of 'a miscarriage of 
judgment. They could not be expected 
at the outset to undertake it. 


It is a noticeable fact from the ad- 


dresses and writings of the national 
leaders of "labor that they have learned 
-that, strong corporations are an asset to 
a-community because they are able to 
withstand business shocks and "the cost 


=-of experimenting along new lines, 
Tvhether -those 
lines carry them 


intcrlju'siness .or affect their, human re- 
lationshipsi It as time perhaps that the 
lawmakers took occasion to study care- 
fully- the matter of the public interest 
in -having the corporations with long 
employment rolls in good financial 
condition and put a stop to the practice 
prevailing:altogether too widely, of 
paying' out all earnings in dividends. 
Wer have laws prohibiting-banks from 
paying out. all their profits in dividends 
-and, requiring them to put a certain 
percentage aside' into surplus until" 
they reach: a given "strength. Most of 
these banks, understanding well the. 
purpose of this law and appreciating 
its.merit, do not stop increasing1 their 
surplus, when they, have arrived at the 
point fixed by law but make a practice 
of retaining a part of the profits as a 
further assurance of safety. They be- 
come a bulwark of security not only to 
the stockholders but to the community. 


Were we to compel our industries to 


build-along similar lines we would get 
similar results. The stockholders' in- 
vestment would be stabilized and safe- 
guarded and^the: worker's job would be 
assured. We have many strong cor- 
porations able to carry on in rain or 
. shine simply because they have fol- 


lowed this practice, but we have not 
enough of them. The public interest 
which in a large sense may be said to 
be paramount to any private considera- 
tion is enough to warrant the suggest- 
ed measures for no industry can grow 
strong if, year after year, it pays out 
all its earnings in dividends simply be- 
cause -it has nothing to fall back on in 
case of trouble. 


We will come much closer to a stab- 


ilization of our industrial life when we 
start at the bottom and compel a stab- 
ilization of the financial structure of 
our industries because in time of storm 
concerns with a weak business setup 
simply crumble and fall and their em- 
ployes are on the street The five day 
week will have a much better chance of 
realization with strong than weak in- 
dustries.

objections at large upon the journal and 
proceed to reconsider it. Appropriation 
bills may be approved in whole or in part 
by the governor, and the part approved 
shall become law, and the part objected 
to shall be returned in the same manner 
as provided for other bills. If, after such 
reconsideration, two thirds of the mem- 
bers present shall a.^ree to pass the bill, 
or the part of the bill objected to, it shall 
be sent, together with the objections, to 
the other house, by which it shall likewise

be reconsidered, an'd if approved by two- 
thirds of the members present it shall be- 
come a law. But in all such cases the votes 
of both houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays, and the names of the mem- 
bers voting for or against the bill or the 
part of the bill objected to, shall be enter- 
ed on the journal of each house respective- 
ly. If any bill shall not be returned by the 
governor within six days (Sundays ex- 
cepted) after it shall have been presented 
to him, the same shall be a law unless, the 
legislature shall, by their adjournment, 
prevent its return, in which case it shall 
not be a law."

concurring, That the foregoing amend- 
ment to the constitute . of the state of 
Wisconsin be and the same is hereby

Resolved, That the foregoing proposed 


amendment be submitted to vote of the 
people at the general election in Novem- 
ber 1930, and if the people will approve 
and ratify said amendment by a majority 
of the electors voting thereon such amend- 
ment so ratified shall become a part of the 
constitution of this state.

SOW SWEET CLOVER 


WITH OTHER CROPS 


Agricultural Experts Doubt 


Advisability of This Prac- 
tice 


BY \V. F. WINSEY 


Clintonvillc — Farmers -who had 


sweet clover pasture last summer 
for their dairy cows and have pro- 
vided none for next summer, are 
planning to sow sweet clover seed 
in their timothy or blue grass pas- 
tures this fall or next spring with 
the hop» of increasing the amount of 
feed in their fields. 


This plan may not work out satis- 


factorilly as much of the sweet clo- 
ver seed may be covered too deep- 
ly with a spring tooth to grow or it 
may not be covered at all. If all the 
sweet clover seed germinated, the 
chances are that it would be smoth- 
ered in the spring by the timothy, 
blue grass and weeds, and for those 
reasons fail to supply much feed. If 
sweet clover grows and thrives in a 
mixture of other grasses, cattle that 
are not accustomed to sweet clover 
will spend their time with the timo- 
thy and blue grass. 


A more promising plan for a far- 


mer who has no sweet clover pasture 
for next season is to plow a part of 
his pasture field this fall, make a 
fine level seed bed next spring about 
the middle of April or as soon as the 
field is fit for working, and sow the 
sweet clover seed without a nurse 
crop. If the growing conditions are 
favorable, this plan should give the 
farmer who trys it an abundance of 
pasture from the middle of July to 
the middle of September. Not only 
that but the field so planted will 
recover after September and 
be 


ready to supply pasture the summer 
following. 


"There is probably no crop that 


will give a more luxuriant growth 


for fall pasture than sweet clover 
seeded alone," says Wisconsin Bul- 
letin 350. "During thu summer of 
1926 two head of mature cattle were 
turned into a half acre of sweet clo 
ver on August 4 which had 
be-'n 


seeded alone on April 22. They pas 
tured continuously, day and night 
for a period of 13 days, when they 
were taken out to allow the pasture 
to recover. When they were return 
ed on September 4, they 
pasture* 


continuously for a second period o
